South Am erica and to promote in ev­ 
er)' proper and honorable way the in­ 
terests which are common to the peo­ 
ples of the two continents. I earnestly 
deeiro the most cordial understanding 
and co-operation between the peoples 
and leaders of Am erica and therefore 
deem it my duty to make this brief 
statement. 
"Oo-opsration is possible only when 
supported at every turn by the orderly 
processes of just government based 
upon law, not upon arbitrary or irreg­ 
ular fores. 
W e hold, as I am sure all 
thoughtful leaders of republican gov­ 
ernm ent everywhere hold, that just 
government rests alw ays on the con­ 
sent of the governed, and that there 
can be no freedom without order based 
upon law and upon the public con­ 
science and approval. 


Basis of Mutual Intercourss. 


"W e shall look to make theee x>rin- 
ciples the basis of mutual intercourse, 
respect and helpfulness between ouf 
sister republics and ourselves. 
W e 
shall lend our Influence of every kind 
to the realisation of these principles 
in fact and practice, knowing that dis­ 
order. personal intrigue and defiance 
o4 constitutional rights weaken and 
discredit government and injure none 
so much as the people who are un­ 
fortunate enough to have their com­ 
mon life atid common affairs tainted 
and disturbed. 
"W e can have no sympathy with

CALIFOR NIA PR OBE OR DER ED 


Senate Committee to Investigate So­ 
cial Evil and Low Wages. 


Sacramento, Cal., March 12.— Sweep­ 
ing investigation of white slavery and 
the social evil in California was or­ 
dered by the state senate by a two 
thirds m ajority after a three-hour de­ 
bate. 
The senate authorized a committee 
to begin the inquiry at once, with au­ 
thority to summon witnesses and to 
send for necessary books aud papers 
and to transcribe all testimony taken 
at its hearings. 
The resolution providing for the In­ 
vestigation calls attention to pending 
bills, relating to the abatement of the 
social evil and fixiug a minumum wage 
for women, and suggests that the com- 
m ittee bend its efforts toward find­ 
ing the relationship that exists be­ 
tween the two.

Carl Zapffe, president of the Com­ 
mercial club, officiated as toastmaster 
ot the evening and made a very effic­ 
ient and most satisfying presiding 
officer, paving the way to the intro­ 
duction of each local speaker and of 
Mayor Nye with pleasant little anec­ 
dotes which excited the risibilities of 
his audience and kept them all in 
good humor. 
He was pleased to see 
the large attendance and was satis­ 
fied that this first supper given -y 
the club in the club rooms was a most 
satisfactory and successful plan of 
getting the members together. 
He 
introduced Mayor H. P. Dunn. 
Mayor Dunn said: “ I assure you 
we should all be proud to have with 
us tonight a man of such wide exper­ 
ience as Mayor Wallace G. Nye of 
Minneapolis. 
It affords me grteat 
pleasure to welcome him to Brainerd. 
Minneapolis may well boast of hav­ 
ing the foremost executive of any 
city in the great Northwest. 
It al­ 
ways gives me great delight to speak 
of Brainerd. 
At no distant time it 
will become the fourth city in wealth 
and population in the commonwealth 
of Minnesota.” 
The call of Brainerd, said the speak­ 
er, was opportunity. 
( row 
Wing 
county was a most bountiful store­ 
house of wealth in all forms. 
There 
were 
numberless 
opportunities 
to 
create new enterprises and industries, 
opportunities to make fortunes on the 
farm land contiguous to 
Brainerd 
and throughout the county. 
Tho 
paramount 
need 
of 
Brainerd 
was 
'm ore capital to finance these under­ 
takings, to build an electric railway 
from Brainerd to adjoining territory, 
to erect summer resorts at the lakes 
and to invest in the hundred and one 
opportunities open on all sides. 
“Our schools” said Mayor Dunn, 
are the best In the state. 
Our mam­ 
moth shops of the Northern Pacific 
railway and the Parker At Topping 
foundry give employment to many 
people and have made Brainerd wide­ 
ly known. 
By developing the spirit 
which now permeates all northern 
Minnesota, Brainerd will advance in 
material wealth and gain in popula­ 
tion and become that big city which 
we are all certain it is destined to 
be.” 
Judge Jay Henry Long spoke on 
“ The Prospects of Brainerd." 
Mr. 
Long considered it an honor to be 
chosen to speak on the progress of 
Brainerd, what it had done and what 
it would do in the future. 
It was aa 
eight day subject with him and five 
minutes was all too small to devote 


to such an inspiring topic. 
It need­ 
ed no fertile imagination and flowing 
tongue to dilate on the advantages 
of Brainerd and 
its 
opportunities. 
One did not have to go outside for 
facts, 
They were here and self evi­ 
dent. 
‘‘Brainerd has 
had its 
up 
and 
downs,” said the speaker, ‘‘and its 
tenacious vitality has exhibited more 
lives than tile proverbial cat. Brain­ 
erd was at one time the headquarters 
of the Northern Pacific railway when 
it extended from Tarlton to Brainerd. 
Later toe line was extended westerly 
m d then tne road built south to St. 
Paul." 
He mentioned 
the various 
times when it appeared that Brainerd 
had been sidetracked aud Its nopes 
gone glimering. 
That simply pre­ 
sented another occasion for .ae town 
to revive and get a fresh hold on 
things. 
When the Staples cut-off 
was built and the main line trains 
were tauten from Brainerd, me town 
did 
not 
die. 
Brainerd 
actually 
pained In population. 
When the big 
lumber mill left, Brainerd quickly 
lecovereu from the slump. 
“ Brainerd today,” said Mr. Long, 
aas better prospects than ever be­ 
fore in its entire utstory. 
There is 
a spirit of optimism. 
We feel it in 
me air and see it In the sky. 
It is 
present at this festal boaru ton i gut. 
it is based on present prospects and 
is something that cannot leave us. 
“ We have the iron ore in all di­ 
rections. 
We have the soil which is 
feeding thousands now and will feed 
thousands 
more. 
The 
prosperity 
which is ours cannot 
be 
checked. 
Brainerd is destined to bf1 a great 
mining and shipping point." 
The speaker then made reference 
to the Panama canal and the fact 
that the opening of this waterway 
would make cities of the Mississippi 
valley among the greatest 
in 
the 
United States. 
Brainerd would share 
in this river traffic and the conse­ 
quent expansion of commerslal ac­ 
tivities. 
As the age of iron had suc­ 
ceeded that of wood and as the sky­ 
scrapers of New York city towered 
over the barracks of Governor’s is­ 
land, so would tho Brainerd of the 
future overshadow the Brainerd of 
the roaring days of the lumber camps, 
and the name “ The City of Pines” 
would be succeeded by .- a t of “ The 
City of Iron." 
Attorney VV'. VV'. Barron spoke on 
the “Commission Form of Govern­ 
ment." 
The speaker said it was a 
hard matter for even an expert on 
governmental problems to cover this 
subject in five minutes. 
Brainerd, 
said Mr. Barron, had passed from a 
logging town to a city of infinite pos­ 
sibilities. 
It had struggled for 30 
years under a government of the bar­ 
baric past, one which in a way nad 
given employment bo lame ducks. 
True, there had been good, conscien 
tious officials who had given their 
best but were handicapped by the 
council system organized on a polit! 
cal basis. 
Brainerd was a huge bus­ 
iness institution and its business in­ 
cluded that of protection of the homes 
of the city— police, fire and health 
protection. 
“ And how do we do this at pres­ 
en t?” asked Mr. Barron. 
"We pick 
two men from each ward because 
tuey are prominent in politics. 
Do 
you ask if they are qualified to serve 
this city? 
No! You ask, is he a dem 
ot rat, a republican or a socialist?” 
Political parties and the business 
administration of a city were not 
compatible, said the speaker. 
He re­ 
ferred to Brainerd’* 41 mills of taxa­ 
tion and its taxable valuation of $3, 
500,000 and its expenses. 
“ I don’t care what plan is used to 
conduct the affairs of the city, but 
pick out men according to their bus! 
ness efficiency. 
If inefficient, use 
the recall. 
Give the people the Ini­ 
tiative and the 
referendum. 
You 
can trust the people as a whole a lot 
more than the professional politi 
clans. 
And when the day comes that 
you cannot trust the people, then your 
whole representative government is 
in a fair way of crumbling to pieces." 
Prof. VV. C. Cobb spoke on the 
schools of the 
city. 
Brainerd 
iu 
common with other cities had some­ 
times been handicapped in the way 
of finances and the providing of prop 
er educational facilities had been a 
problem at various times difficult for 
the board of education to solve. The 
rust ten years had seen many difflcul. 
ties surmonted. 
Taxpayers have sometimes thought 
that money was being spent lavishly 
when a study of the facts did not 
w arrant such conclusions. 
Statistics 
from a number of schools including 
among others Brainerd, Two Bar 
bors, Cloquet, Crookston, Mankato 
Bt. Cloud, Stillwater, Faribault and 
others, being towns of from 5,000 to 
10,000 population, had recently been 
gathered by Prof. Cobb. 
The asses­ 
sed valuation of the city property was

obtained, and the local school tax, 
and the number of pupils. 
From this 
was computed the cost of education 
per pupil to the town. 
Brainerd was 
one of three out of 24 cities com­ 
piled whose rate was less tuan $30 
per pupil. 
Minneapolis now spends 
$50 a pupil. 
Brainerd spent really 
less than $30 a pupil last year. 
Brainerd is an industrial town. It 
possesses the modern 
and 
widely 
known repair plant of the Northern 
Pacific railway and the foundry near 
by. 
“And cue of the most important 
problems in educational affairs,” con­ 
tinued the speaker, “ is the proper ad­ 
justment 
of 
the 
continuation 
school idea. 
There are many who 
might wish to work in the shops a 
period and continue their schooling 
and the time may not be far distant 
when a school may be erected con­ 
tiguous to the shops. 
Such an inno­ 
vation would make better helpers and 
apprentices and in like 
ratio 
the 
school work of such scholars would 
be Improved. 
“ This,” said the speak­ 
er Iii conclusion, “ may be a problem 
which Brainerd may face in the near 
future." 
Hon. Wallace G. Nye, the guest of 
honor of the club, was tnen charm ­ 
ingly introduced by Mr. Zapffe. 
Mi. 
Nye is a graceful speaker and im­ 
mediately in the opening sentence of 
his address talked himself into the 
hearts of his attentive audience. Ex­ 
pressing his pleasure at having re ­ 
ceived the honor to address the club, 
he also paid the ladies a compliment 
and referred to the supper. 
“ There may be some of you ladies 
who desire woman's suffrage and I 
wish to compliment you on tho way 
you have won over some of us and 
nay win others. 
Instead of using 
parade methods, throwing brick bats 
md breaking window glass, you have 
reached Hie heart and mind of man 
through his stomach. 
The speaker said his address would 
take up the general subject of rho 
\alue of organized effort on the part 
of % 
commercial club lo develop a 
community. 
“God made the coun­ 
try,” said Mr. Nye, “ but man ma ae 
the tow'n.” 
Providence may have 
sometimes indicated where a city 
should be, but man Improved upon 
the suggestion. 
The men of New York made that 
city a world metropolis. 
Its harbor 
originally was not as good as that of 
Boston or Providence, but organized 
( flort on the part of New York men 
made New York the largest city. 
Organized efforts of Minneapolis 
men made Minneapolis great 
Min­ 
neapolis was first to see the advant­ 
age of No. I hard wheat and to pro­ 
vide the mills to grind this particu­ 
lar wheat. 
These men mad** Minne­ 
apolis the primary wheat market of 
the world. 
He mentioned Indianapolis. It had 
no water power and situated on a 
large plain and near St. Louis, Chica­ 
go and other large 
cities, 
there 
seemed to be no 
opportunity 
for 
growth until organized effort on the 
part of Indiapolis men extended the 
network of trolleys tapping tne rich 
country about them and Indianapolis 
grew into a metropolis. 
“Cities advance in this country be­ 
cause they have men behind to push 
them forward. 
But it must be the 
work of men organized and not work­ 
ing independently. 
He who works 
alone, works on selfish lines. 
Men 
of all cities have learned the value 
of co-operation.” 
Mr. Nye believed thoroughly in or­ 
ganization. 
But its power should 
not be abused. 
'I ne people were 
awake to the prevention of the mis­ 
use of organized power, whether in 
labor organizations or enterprises of 
capital. 
The speaker congratulated the 
Brainerd Commercial club upon hav­ 
ing so many young men in its organ­ 
ization. 
They were the ones to fight 
the coming battles. 
He was glad to bring to the notice 
of Brainerd that when this city’s 
opportunities were being discussed 
throughout the Northwest that peo­ 
ple were a unit in declaring that 
“ Brainerd was bound to he a big 
city.” 
Minneapolis, St. Paul aud Duluth 
drew trade from outside the con­ 
fines of Minnesota, but above all, said 
the speakers, these cities wished to 
see Minnesota prosper. 
As many of the speakers preceding 
him had suggested, population and* 
wealth came first in building up a 
(ity. 
You want industries, 
trolly 
lines and everything else contribut­ 
ing to a broadening of trade rela­ 
tions. 
Go after them in a united 
way. 
That is the secret of it an. 
But do not cover too much territory. 
'rake up first what will be of the 
ti bust substantial 
benefit for your 
city. 
No city can afford to be without 
playground^. 
Vocational 
schools 
and the continuation of school *uea 
are engaging the attention of educa­ 
tors In the cities. 
No money is ever 
wasted which is carefully spent in 
the cause of edcuation. 
The city of Minneapolis was en­ 
gaged in drafting a new charter anu 
the best enlightened thought would 
he given the matter by the charter 
commission. 
No form of city govern­ 
ment was of benefit unless there was 
an elimination of party politics from 
the business of the city and the elim­ 
ination of division lines in a city. 
The question of morality was also 
of supreme importance, 
The Brain­ 
erd of today was not in the same 
class with tne Brainerd of TI years 
ago. 
Things done then would not 
be countenanced now. 
Cities were built up of extremes, 
(he people on one hand being of the 
most virtuous kind aud on tne oiuer 
hand of the most vicious. 
On one 
side were those highly educated aud 
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on the other those deeply depraved. 
A certain small percentage w'anted a 
“ wide open town” with Satan en­ 
throned. 
Another 
percentage 
wanted stringent 
laws 
to 
govern. 
Tne great mass of the people and 
they represent the average man w ant­ 
ed the happy medium. 
The two extremes of city life, said 
the speaker, were well exemplified in 
the story of the two parrots, belong­ 
ing to a sailor aud a clergyman, i uey 
were put in the same cage and hold­ 
ing a conversation, the clergyman s 
parrot said: 
“ What shall we do to be saved?” 
“ Pump like hell or we’ll all sink,’ 
said the sailor’s parrot with great 
spirit. 
“ We are not living for ourselves 
alone,” said the speaker in closing. 
“ We are building for those who come 
after and anything you can do to im­ 
prove your city will make it so much 
better a place to live in, to build a 
home in and to raise a family here.” 
Loud and 
continued 
applause 
greeted Mayor Nye on the conclusion 
of his address. 
He held an informal 
reception and every 
man 
present 
shook hands with the popular mayor 
of Minneapolis.

"One of the chief objects of my ad­ 
m inistratio n will be to cultivate the 
friendship and deserve th e confidence 
of sister 
republics 
of C entral and 
South A m erica and to prom ote in ev­ 
ery proper and honorable way th e In­ 
terests which are com m on to th e peo­ 
ples of the tw o continents. I earnestly 
desire the most cordial understanding 
ami co-operation betw een the peoples 
and Waders of A m erica and therefore 
deem It my duty to m ake this brief 
statem en t. 
"Co-operation is possible only when 
supported at every turn by the orderly 
processes of ju s t governm ent based 
upon law, not upon arb itrary or irreg­ 
u lar force. 
We hold, as I am sure all 
thoughtful leaders of republican gov­ 
e rn m e n t everyw here hold, th at just 
g ov ernm ent rests alw ays on th e con­ 
sent of the governed, and th at there 
can be no freedom w ithout order based 
upon law and upon the public con- 
science and approval. 


Basis of Mutual Intercourse. 


"W e shall look to m ake these p rin­ 
ciples the basis of mutual Intercourse, 
respect and helpfulness betw een ouf 
Bister republics and ourselves. 
W e 
shall lend o u r Influence of every kind 
to the realization of these principles 
in fact and practice, knowing th a t dis­ 
order, personal intrigue and defiance 
of constitutional rights weaken and 
discredit go vernm ent and injure none 
so much as the people who are un­ 
fo rtun ate enough to have their com­ 
m on life atid common affairs tainted 
and disturbed. 
"W e can have no sym pathy with 
those who seek to seize the pow er of 
governm ent to advance th eir own per­ 
sonal Interests or ambition. 
W e are 
th e friends of peace, but we know 
th a t there can be no lasting or stable 
peace 
in 
such 
circum stances. 
As 
friends, 
therefore, 
we 
shall 
p refer 
tho se who act in the interest of peace 
and honor, who protect private rights 
and respect the restrain ts of constitu­ 
tional provision. Mutual respect seem s 
to us the indispensable foundation of 
friendship betw een states, as betw een 
Individuals. 


Has Nothing to Seek. 


"T h e U nited S tates has nothing to 
Beek in C entral and South America, 
except 
the lasting in terests of the 
peoples of the two continents, the se­ 
curity of governm ents Intended for the 
people and for no special group or in­ 
terest. and the developm ent of per­ 
sonal and tra d e relationships betw een 
the two con tin en ts which 
shall re­ 
dound to the profit and advantage of 
both and in terfere with the rights and 
liberties of neither. 
"F rom these principles may be read 
so m uch of th e future policy of this 
go vernm ent as it is necessary now to 
forecast; and in th e spirit of these 
principles I may, I hope, he perm itted 
with as m uch confidence as earn est­ 
ness to extend to the governm ents of 
all the republics of A m erica the hand 
of genuine 
disinterested 
friendship 
and to pledge my own honor and the 
honor of my colleagues to every e n ter­ 
prise of peace and am ity th at a fortu­ 
n ate fu tu re may disclose.” 
T h e p resid ent read his statem e n t to 
th e cabinet, which was in session for 
two hours, and igsued it shortly after­ 
w ard to the press. 
At the W hite House it was dis­ 
claimed th at the statem e n t was aim ed 
at any particular country. 
It was de­ 
clared th a t it would be sent to the 
diplomatic rep resentativ es of the U nit­ 
ed S tates in all C entral and South 
A m erican countries alike.

had been sidetracked and its nopes 
gone glimering. 
That simply pre­ 
sented another occasion for .ae town 
to revive and get a fresh hold on 
things. 
When the Staples cut-off 
was built anu the main line trains 
were ta«-en from Brainerd, me town 
did 
not 
die. 
Brainerd 
actually 
gained in population. 
When the big 
lumber mill left, Brainerd quickly 
lecovereu from the slump. 
"Brainerd today,” said Mr. l^ong, 
aas better prospects than ever be­ 
fore in its entire u 4story. 
There is 
a spirit of optimism. 
We feel it in 
toe air and sec it in the sky. 
it is 
present at this festal boaru tonigui. 
It is based on present prospects and 
is something that cannot leave us. 
“ We have the iron ore in all di­ 
rections. 
V* e have the soil which is 
feeding thousands now and will feed 
thousands 
more. 
The 
prosperity 
which is ours cannot 
be 
checked. 
Brainerd is destined to Ik? a great 
mining and shipping point.” 
The speaker then made reference 
to the Panama canal and the fact 
that the opening of this waterway 
would make cities of the Mississippi 
valley among the greatest 
in 
the 
rutted States. 
Brainerd would share 
in this river traffic and the conse­ 
quent expansion of commersial ac­ 
tivities. 
As the age of iron had suc­ 
ceeded that of wood and as the sky­ 
scrapers of New York city towered 
over the barracks of Governor’s is­ 
land, so would the Brainerd of the 
future overshadow' the Brainerd of 
the roaring days of the lumber camps, 
and the name "The City of Pines” 
would be succeeded by —at of "The 
C ity of Iron.” 
Attorney W. W. Barron spoke on 
the "Commission Form of Govern­ 
ment.” 
The speaker said it was a 
hard matter for even an expert on 
governmental problems to cover this 
subject in five minutes. 
Brainerd, 
said Mr. Barron, had passed from a 
logging town to a city of infinite pos­ 
sibilities. 
It had struggled for 30 
years under a government of the bar­ 
baric past, one which in a way had 
given employment bo lame ducks. 
True, there had been good, conscien­ 
tious officials who had given their 
best but were handicapped by the 
council system organized on a politi­ 
cal basis. 
Brainerd was a huge bus­ 
iness institution and its business in­ 
cluded that of protection of the homes 
of the city— police, fire and health 
protection. 
"And how do we do this at pres­ 
ent?” asked Mr. Barron. 
"We pick 
two men from each ward because 
tuey are prominent in politics. 
Do 
you ask if they are qualified to serve 
this city? 
No! You ask, is he a dem­ 
ocrat, a republican or a socialist?” 
Political parties and the business 
administration of a city were not 
compatible, said the speaker. 
He re­ 
ferred to Brainerd’s 41 mills of taxa­ 
tion and its taxable valuation of $2,- 
500.000 and its expenses. 
"I don’t care what plan is used to 
conduct the affairs of the city, but 
pick out men according to their bus! 
ness efficiency. 
If inefficient, use 
the recall. 
Give the people the ini­ 
tiative and the 
referendum. 
You 
can trust the people as a whole a lot 
more than the professional politi­ 
cians. 
And when the day comes that 
you cannot trust the people, then your 
whole representative government is 
in a fair way of crumbling to pieces.” 
Prof. W. C. Cobb spoke on the 
schools of the 
city. 
Brainerd 
in 
common with other cities had some­ 
times been handicapped in the way 
of finances and the providing of prop­ 
er educational facilities had been a 
problem at various times difficult for 
the board of education to solve. The 
past ten years had seen many difficul­ 
ties surmonted. 
Taxpayers have sometimes thought 
that money w?as being spent lavishly, 
when a study of the facts did not 
w arrant such conclusions. 
Statistics 
from a number of schools including 
among others Brainerd, Two Har­ 
bors, Cloquet, Crookston, Mankato, 
St. Cloud, Stillwater, Faribault and 
others, being towns of from 5,000 to 
10.000 population, had recently been 
gathered by Prof. Cobb. 
The asses-

From this

Brainerd was

Brainerd spent really 
less than $30 a pupil last year. 
Brainerd is an industrial town. It 
possesses the modern 
and 
widely 
known repair plant of the Northern 
Pacific railway and the foundry near 
by. 
"And one of the most important 
problems in educational affairs,” con­ 
tinued the speaker, "is the proper ad­ 
justment 
of 
the 
continuation 
school idea. 
There are many who 
might wish to work in the shops a 
period and continue their schooling 
and the time may not be far distant 
when a school may be erected con­ 
tiguous to the shops. 
Such an inno­ 
vation would make better helpers and 
apprentices and in like 
ratio 
the 
school work of such scholars would 
be improved. 
"This,” said the speak­ 
er in conclusion, "may be a problem 
which Brainerd may face in tile near 
future.” 
Hon. Wallace G. Nye, tile guest of 
honor of the club, was tnen charm­ 
ingly Introduced by Mr. Zapffe. 
Mi. 
Nye is a graceful speaker and im­ 
mediately in the opening sentence of 
his address talked himself into the 
hearts of his attentive audience. Ex­ 
pressing his pleasure at having re­ 
ceived the honor to address the club, 
he also paid the ladles a compliment 
and referred to the supper. 
There may be some of you ladies 
who desire woman’s suffrage and I 
wish to compliment you on the way 
you have won over some of us and 
may win others. 
Instead of using 
parade methods, throwing brick bats 
md breaking window glass, you have 
rf ached the heart and mind of man 
through his stomach. 
The speaker said his address would 
t ike up the general subject of the 
value of organited effort on the part 
of ■» commercial club lo develop a 
community. 
“God made the coun­ 
try,” said Mr. Nye, "but man maue 
the towTn.” 
Providence may have 
sometimes Indicated where a city 
should tie, but man improved upon 
the suggestion. 
TLe men of New York made that 
city a world metropolis. 
Its harbor 
originally was not as good as that of 
Boston or Providffnce, but organized 
effort on the part of New York men 
made New York the largest city. 
Organized efforts of Minneapolis 
men made Minneapolis great 
Min­ 
neapolis was first to see the advant­ 
age of No. I hard wheat and to pro­ 
vide the mills to grind this particu­ 
lar wheat. 
These men made Minne­ 
apolis the primary wheat market of 
the world. 
He mentioned Indianapolis. It had 
no water power and situated on a 
large plain and near St. Louis, Chica­ 
go and other large 
cities, 
there 
seemed to be no 
opportunity 
for 
growth until organized effort on the 
part of Indiapolis men extended the 
network of trolleys tapping tue rich 
country about them and Indianapolis 
grew into a metropolis. 
"Cities advance in this country be­ 
cause they have men behind to push 
them forward. 
But it must be the 
work of men organized and not work­ 
ing independently. 
He who works 
alone, works on selfish lines. 
Men 
of all cities have learned the value 
of co-operation.” 
Mr. ,Nye believed thoroughly in or­ 
ganization. 
But its power should 
not be abused. 
Tne people were 
awake to the prevention of the mis­ 
use of organized power, whether in 
labor organizations or enterprises of 
capital. 
The speaker congratulated the 
Brainerd Commercial club upon hav­ 
ing so many young men in its organ­ 
ization. 
They wrere the ones to fight 
the coming battles. 
He was glad to bring to the notice 
of Brainerd that when this city’s 
opportunities were being discussed 
throughout the Northwest that peo­ 
ple were a unit in declaring that 
"Brainerd was bound to be a big 
city.” 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth 
drew trade from outside the con­ 
fines of Minnesota, but above all, said 
the speakers, these cities wished to 
see Minnesota prosper. 
As many of the speakers preceding 
him had suggested, population and- 
wealth came first in building up a 
city. 
You want industries, 
trolly 
lines and everything else contribut­ 
ing to a broadening of trade rela­ 
tions. 
Go after them in a united 
way. 
That is the secret of it an. 
But do not cover too much territory. 
Take up first what will be of the 
most substantial benefit for your 
city. 
No city can afford to be without 
playgrounds. 
Vocational 
schools 
and the continuation of school mea 
are engaging the attention of educa­ 
tors in the cities. 
No money is ever 
wasted which is carefully spent in 
the cause of edcuation. 
The city of Minneapolis was en­ 
gaged in drafting a new charter anu 
the best enlightened thought would 
be given the matter by the charter 
commission. 
No form of city govern­ 
ment was of benefit unless there was 
an elimination of party politics from 
the business of the city and the elim­ 
ination of division lines in a city. 
The question of morality was also 
of supreme importance. 
The Brain-' 
erd of today was not in the same 
class with tne Brainerd of 22 years 
ago. 
Things done then would not 
be countenanced now. 
Cities were built up of extremes, 
the people on one hand being of the 
most virtuous kind and on the oiuer 
hand of the most vicious. 
On one 
side wrere those highly educated and 
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on the other those deeply depraved. 
A certain small percentage wanted a 
"wide open town” with Satan en­ 
throned. 
Another 
percentage 
wanted stringent 
laws 
to 
govern. 
Toe great mass of the {people and 
they represent the average man want­ 
ed tile happy medium. 
The two extremes of city life, said 
the speaker, were well exemplified in 
the story of the two parrots, belong­ 
ing to a sailor and a clergyman, i uoy 
were put in the same cage and hold­ 
ing a conversation, the clergyman s 
parrot said: 
“ What shall we do to be saved?” 
"Pump like hell or we’ll all sink.’ 
said the sailor's parrot with great 
spirit. 
"We are not living for ourselves 
alone,” said the speaker in closing. 
“ We are building for those who come 
after and anything you can do to im 
prove your city will make it so much 
better a place to live in, to build a 
home in and to raise a family here.’ 
Loud and 
continued 
applause 
greeted Mayor Nye on the conclusion 
of his address. 
He held an informal 
reception and every 
man 
p r e s e t 
shook hands with the popular mayor 
of Minneapolis.
